HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS, 
Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 


reserved, may be home-steaded by any | 


person the sole head of a family, or male 
ver 18 years of age, to, the extent of one- 
juarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
ess. 

Application for homestead entry must 
ye made in person by the applicant at 
1 Dominion Land Agency or aub agency 


ntry by proxy may, however, be made! 


ut any agency on certain con- 
litions by the father, mother, son, 
laughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ng homesteader. 

An application for entry or cancella- 
‘ion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
fice may be wired to the Agent by the 
Jub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
ant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ani on receipt of the telegram such 
ipplication is to have priority and the 
‘and will be held until the necessary pa- 
vers to complete the transaction are re- 
ceived by mail. 

In case of “personation” of fraud tho 
ipplicant will forfeit all priority of 
laim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily concelled, 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person. The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and no 
other application will be received from 
in individual until that application has 
been disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled subse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
veedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default. 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department 
relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if  eligi- 
ble, but to no one else, on filing declar- 
ition of abandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is required to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
ind cultivation of the land in each year 
luring the term of three years, 

(2) A homesteader may, if he so de- 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not less than eighty (80) 
icres in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not meet this requirement. 

(3) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteader has 
vermanent residence on farming land

men McInnis, Manson and Fraser, 
appointed to investigate the operation 
of the city health departmen, were 
called te account in no  uneertain 
terms Tuesday evening for what was 
characterized as the very unfair man 
ner in which they had slated — the 
medical health officer, Dr. W. A. P. 
Ternan, for his alleged mismanage 
ment of that department. O. M 
Biggar, of the law firm of Short 
Cross & Biggar, turned the trick t 
the amusement of the large audience 
collected in the visitors’ gallery an 
to the momentary consternation of the 
aldermen. Mr. Biggar dealt with th, 
report #s it affected Dr. Ternan, ano 
not only spoke at length on the majo. 
poinis, in whieh he elaimed the com 
mittee had erred in their report, but 
also presented a formal answer io th 
charges brought against Dr. Ternan. 

Dr. Melnnis made = a_— spiritec 
reply on behalf of the committee, an 
the report was then adopted by th 
council, and the resignation of Dr 
Ternan as medical health officer 
the city was accepted, the same t 
take place immediately. 

The city council of 1908 have ce: 
tainly attracted considerable atte: 
tion sinee the beginning of their ten 
of office, and every council meetin 
sees the council chamber packed b 
an interested audience. If they ar 
seeking instruction and amusemen 
they are seldom disappointed, and ai 
though the Mayor and = Alderme: 
Gariepy and Fraser were absent, th 
mecting Tuesday evening proved ny 
exception to the rule. 

Mr. Biggar Speaks. 

When the report of the committe 
regarding the health  departmeni 
which had been laid on the table a 
the last meeting, was brought up fe 
consideration, Mr. Biggar proceeded t 
address the council on behalf of Di 
Ternan, He complained of the w 
fair way in which the committee ha 
dealt with the matter where the healt 
officer was concerned, thereby givin 
both direetly and indirectly a 
erroneous impression of the blame t 
be rightly attached to that officia 
He then proceeded to refute tay, 
charges against Dr. Ternan with re: 
pect to the removal of garbage, tl 
preparation of the reports, the Albe 
ta Hotel and the Stead smallpc 
cases, the expenses of the departme 
and the question of impure milk. Hi 
complained that the report of the con 
mittee was in very many instance 
misleading with respeet to Dv, Ternar 
and that the investigations’ were 1 
complete. He then formally presen: 
ed the following statemrent of the faei 
as prepared by Dr, Ternan: 

Or, Ternan’s Statement. 

“Your committee’s report on. th 
medical health department was hanc 
ed me at 5.30 o'clock on Monday, th 
10th inst., more than two hours afte 
the substance of jt had been publial 
ed in the public press, Further, th 
committee did not at any time giv 
me any opportunity of being heard i 
answer to the complaint, or ask m 
for an explanation of many of th 
matters referred to in the report, as t 
which, as will hereafter appear, 
could have satisfied them from the 1 
gular records on file in my offic 
This ex parte mode of proceeding dce 
not appear to me a fair way of trea 
ing any officer of the city 

“In the report it is stated tuat m 
figures with regard to the averag 
number of privy pits cleaned durin 
the last six months,, 610 per month 
“is not corroborated by the foreman, 
ond that my statement with regard t 
the total number of pails cleaned du) 
ing the month of January, 7,589, is ¢ 
variance with the truth. Both « 
these conclusions are based aecordin 
to the report upon estimates by Sul 
Foreman Hanson. My figures ar 
taken not from estimates by Forema 
Hanson, but from his nightly writte: 
reports, signed by him, and on file 3 
my office. These reports show tha 
my figures are correct, and that h 
estimate is wrong. This conclusiv 
evidence was available to the com 
mittee, and shown to two members < 
them, but they have neglected to cor 
sider it. The same remarks appl 
to the committee’s reference to th 
average number of pails hauled i 
each night. If anybody was guilty o 
tampering with returns it was For 
man Hanson, upon whose evidence th 
committee base their finding, and 
have no reason whatever to doubt the 
accuracy of his returns, 

The Alberta Hotel Case. 

“In connection with the Albert 
Hotel case, the committee reports tha 
there has been a lack of judgment o 
my part, The step of quarantininy 
the hotel was taken after a consulty 
tion at which [ was present wit 
Mayor Griesbach, Commissioner Pac 
and the eity solicitor, and the quaran 
tine wis enforced upon the advice « 
the last-mentioned gentleman, nov 
Mr. Justice Beck. It is hardly fai 
to blame me under the circumstances 

“In regard to the Stead ease, th 
committee's report is directly con 
trary to the fact both in regard to the 
statement that I declared that tn 
cuse was not smalipox, and also 11 
regard to the statement that I allowec 
the patient to go before 1 releaseo 
the house that was under quarantine 
This information was available to th: 
committee if they had asked for it 

“In all cases I accepted the repor 
of the physicion in attendance, be 
lieving that if the qualitied medica] 
practitioner is of opinion that small 
pox is to be suspected, it is better 
that the safety of the publie should bi 
the first consideration, and that i 
there is any doubt, the safer course 
should be taken I would never tak: | 
the responsibility of disagreeing with 
ceeereeevece bin se hm se him se sesc 
a qualifid physician and running th

Tommy Burns gave the London Sport- 
ing Life a summary of the winnings in 
his various fights. Up to the Palmer 
incident, the Canadian had taken — in 
purses in round figures $70,000, the sume 
ranging from $1 for his first battle with 
Fred Thornton in Detroit, to the $18,000 
for defeating Bill Squires. Burns won 
$22,000 in his two London mills with an- 
other $10,000 if he beats Jem Roche in 
Dublin on St. Patrick's Day. Sporting 
Life says: Burns has been most fortunate 
in his theatrical affairs, his weekly earn- 
ings running between $1,250 and £1,750 
Which is the largest amount ever re- 
ceived by any boxer in the world, not 
even excepting John L. Sullivan, Jef- 
fries or Jim Corbett, the latter of whom 
it has been said, was the greatest moner- 
getter in the theatrical boxing business.
